That as distress has become so general and extreme, we 
deem it highly necessary that Deputy Meetings should be ap- 
pointed, and out of these Deputy Meetings to be appointed 
District Meetings, to meet at any place that may be thought 
proper. ‘That these Meetings should extend throughout the 
three United Kingdoms, and that these Meetings do consist of 
nen discreet and wise; and out of these shall be appointed 
men to form a National Meeting, that the whole may be 
brought inte one general focus, in order that they may devise 
the best plan to cHect a Radical Reform of the House of 





Commons, upon the princ.pies of Universal Suffrage, Annual 
Parliaments, and Election by Builot. 

That no redress can be obtained but from ourselves, (1): 
We amply possess the means, and if we fail to adopt them wir 
Vigour, and resolutely to persevere therein, we shall mori} 
every privation we may have to endure, and deserve the detes- 
tation of posterity, to whom we shall leave the greatest legucy 
of tyranny and oppression that was ever bequeathed by oue 
generation to another. 

That should the Usurpers of our Rights, in order to retain 
their power, proceed to acts of violence against the pecple, 
and even succeed in incarcerating individuals, we earnestly in- 
treat our fellow-countrymen not to be dispirited by such acts 
of violence, nor suffer their zealous exertions to relax, but, or 
the contrary, perseveringly to inereave in the steady path of 
duty, looking to the end, even the salvation of our Cowstry;

the utmost of their ability, endeavour to Ughten their fetter 
and enliven the dungeons of those brave men wiio are now 
suffering, and those also who may hereaftcr suffer in the sacred 
cause of liberty.

That every well-visher to mankind cannot but consider it 
to be his duty to endeavour, by every means ti his power, to 
work a thorough Reformation in the Political Morals of his 
countey; and that the surest means of gaining this desirable 
end is io lay acide and abandon every sordid maxim of avarice, 
luxury, and false ambition, which are at present so fatal to the 
natien.
